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Finanacial advisor’s 
investment dealings 
under investigation 
following murder charge

Brian Malley, arrested last week for first-degree murder 
in the death of a former Didsbury resident is now being 
investigated by Canada’s securities regulators. 

Malley was the financial advisor for Vicky Shachtay, 23, 
who was murdered in her Innisfail ground-level apartment 
Nov. 25, 2011 after opening a package delivered outside of 
her house triggered to explode. 

David Thomas, director of public affairs for the 
Investment Industry Regulatory Organization of Canada 
(IIROC) confirmed last week Malley’s past investment 
dealings were being looked into. 

The organization oversees all investment dealers and 
trading activity on debt and equity marketplaces in 
Canada. 

Thomas said the organization does not comment on an 
investigation unless a public hearing is issued. At that 
point the date and location of a hearing would be released 
online. 

Penalties for guilty parties can include a fine up to a 
maximum of $1 million per contravention or an amount 
equal to three times the profit made or loss avoided by 
reason of the contravention. 

' In an email, Murray Oxby, director of communications 
for Assante Wealth Management confirmed Malley was an 
advisor with Assante Capital Management, His registra¬ 
tion with the IIROC has been terminated by Assante. 

Oxby also wrote that as a precautionary measure, 

Assante’s compliance department is conducting a com¬ 
prehensive review of all of Malley’s client accounts. 

The clients' accounts have also been transferred to 
Assante head office for continued service. Oxby wrote the 
clients will be contacted of the change. He asked that 
clients not contact the branch for information or service 
but rather contact a financial advisor at 1-800-268-3200 
and ask for national accounts.

Area man in standoff with Mounties 
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Train noise complaining is non-starter

As striking workers at Canadian Pacific 
Railway Ltd. (CPR) prepared to go hack to 
work last week the Town of Didsbury 
faced another complaint about loud train 
whistles. 

But Mayor Briiui Wittal said it is a dead 
issue. It simply costs too much to remedy. 

“Talking to people about it, yes it is a 
concern. It would 1 h> nice if we could do 
something, and we have looked at that. It 


is a nuyor cost. The expense would come 
all to the town," said Wittal, adding the 
town receives at least one formal com¬ 
plaint a year on the noise generated by 
trains rolling through town. 

“We have to put arms at all of our cross¬ 
ings in town. We have to put fencing at 
both sides of the track all the way through 
town, and we have to put in lights. By the 
time we did all that the estimate we got 
was close to a million dollars. It is not fea¬ 
sible. Not an option. We can’t afford it.” 

The town received a written complaint 


on May 25 from Didsbury resident Susan 
Gole, who said she was in “absolute bliss” 
from not hearing the train whistles during 
the recent CPR strike 1 . 

“When the noise is not there you realize 
how intrusive and disruptive it is. Is there 
no other solution for train noise during the 1 
night?,” wrote Gole. “We have noise 
bylaws yet the CPR seems to be given 
immunity to this. 

“CPR, you can stay on strike forever if it 
means I can have my peace in the night,” 
added Gole.

from local citizens but added it is an uphill 
battle to engage. He said the railway lohhy 
in Ottawa is too powerful and that small 
towns such as Didsbury, which were origi¬ 
nally built around the railways, simply 
have to make the best of an ongoing irritat¬ 
ing situation. 

“We’ve had to accommodate to that. 
There are possibilities we could do to 
change it hut we foot the bill," said Wittal, 
adding the defence for railways is the 
claim they always follow safety guidelines

However, he said Didsbury council can 
submit a formal complaint to CPR’s com¬ 
munity relations or public works manager.

Didsbury has taken anoth¬ 
er important step towards 
being known as a desirable 
retirement community. 

But the town is also 
retaining an attractive and 
mobile youthful side, which 
not only gives the communi¬ 
ty an enviable mix of cit izen¬ 
ry, it also proves there is a 
st rong economic foundation 
from which to grow for the 
future. 

Last week, newly released 
census informat ion on age 
and sex from Statistics 
Canada showed Didsbury’s 
population for seniors 65 
years and over accounts for 
17.13 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion. This Ls way above the 
national average of 14.8 per 
cent and the provincial aver¬ 
age of 11.1 per cent. 

The census also showed 
that the median age in 2011 
for Didsbury was 41. 
Nationally it is 40.6 while 
provincially it is 36.5. 

According to the Statistics 
Canada definition, median 
age Ls the point where exact¬ 
ly one half of tin 1 population 
is older than the median age 
and the other half is 
younger. 

The 2011 census reveals 
Didsbury’s total population 
is now at 4,875, a 14.1 per 
cent jump over figures 
released in 2006. The 2011 


census numbers show 845 
citizens from the total popu¬ 
lation are 65 years old and 
over. 

In the 2006 census 
Didsbury’s seniors’ popula¬ 
tion was at 720, which was 
then 16.8 per cent of the 
total population of 4,275. 

“This is not unusual. 
Didsbury has become a 
retirement community," 
said Lois Wright, office liai¬ 
son for Didsbury <fi District 
Seniors Support Services. “I 
feel there is a lot of citizens 
moving out of the city and 
into the rural areas. I am a 
senior myself and I am com¬ 
fortable living in a rural 
community.” 

The population figures for 
seniors in most parts of 
Canada are expected to 
grow even more over the 
next two decades as the 
baby boomers reach retire¬ 
ment age. Population pro¬ 


jections by analysts predict 
Canada’s seniors’ popula¬ 
tion to increase to 22.8 per 
cent by 2031. 

Last week’s federal cen¬ 
sus figures for Didsbury 
showed a small increase in 
the working population 
between the age groups of 
20 to 24 and (it) to 64. In 
2006, then' were 2,405 citi¬ 
zens - 56.2 per cent of the 
total population - living and 
working in town. Five years 
later the working popula¬ 
tion increased to 2,785, or 
57.1 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion. 

“I am encouraged by 
those figures even though 
we have seen some business 
closures,” said Diana Steer, 
president of t he Didsbury & 
District Chamber of 
Commerce. “It Ls good to 
know we have a strong 
workforce.” 

She said the encouraging 


census figures for young 
employable citizens fit nice¬ 
ly with the ongoing develop¬ 
ment of Shantz Crossing, a 
40-acre business park that Ls 
expected to attract new 
businesses in the commer¬ 
cial and industrial sectors of 
town along with additional 
employment opportunities. 

“It Ls good to know there 
is a workforce to work in 
those businesses,” said 
Steer. 

Meanwhile, the growth of 
Didsbuiy’s seniors’ popula¬ 
tion along with the steady 
rise in the number of young 
working citizens Ls double 
good news as it brings a 
healthy demographic mix to 
the community, said Mayor 
Brian Wittal. 

He said younger people 
were attracted to Didsbury 
five years ago but that trend 
slowed down when the 
recession hit. However, 
Wittal, noting today’s 
improved economy, is hope¬ 
ful more young people will 
now see Didsbury as an 
attractive place to live. 

“It makes more sense to 
me now that tilings are pick¬ 
ing up again,” said Wittal, 
adding an increased seniors 
population will also be a 
boon to the town’s econom¬ 
ic fortunes. 

“If they (seniors) are 
attracted here then that is 
great. They have disposable 
incomes and they will want 
to spend money.”

El reform in the right direction

Anybody who gets a paycheque in 
Canada has looked at the top and bot¬ 
tom lines once or twice, comparing 
the money they earn to the money 
they get to keep after the government 
is done with them. After a while, they 
stop looking, because it’s just too 
painful. It’s a shame: if Canadians 
kept looking at their cheque stubs, 
they would soon demand an end 
to Canada’s rotten-to-the-core 
Employment Insurance (El) program. 

The Harper government promised 
an overhaul to the El program in the 
budget and followed through recently 
with a set of changes designed to 
crack down on pogey addicts who 
make a game of playing the system. 

Tile new rules divide Canadians into 
those of us who work a lot and collect 
El very little (less than 35 weeks in the 
past five years) and those of us who 
milk El like a Holstein, filing El claims 
at least three times in the past five 
years, or sitting on pogey at least (it) 
weeks in the past five years. There’s a 
separate set of rules for everybody 
else. 

After seven weeks on El, frequent 
claimants, Canada’s pogey PhDs will 
now be expected to work for just 70 
|H*r cent of their previous wages, in 
any job they can perform, or face hav¬ 
ing benefits cut off. Those of as who 
haven’t made a career of harvesting El 
benefits will 1 h* able to collect for 18 
weeks, while searching for a job, in 
our usual occupation, at the wages 
we’re accustomed to earning. 

The ('anadian Taxpayers 


Federation has supported these 
reforms as a step in the right 
direction. And so, some have suggest¬ 
ed we, and the government, are 
attacking everyone in Atlantic* 
Canada. 

While that’s not true, there is some 
truth to El being divided by region. 
Take Toronto for example where only 
26 per cent of the city’s working pop¬ 
ulation even qualifies for El benefits. 
Living in Toronto you need to work a 
long time to qualify for benefits and 
you collect them for a very short time. 

Meanwhile in Prince Edward Island, 
where you can work as little as 12 
weeks and collect El for 37, 78 per 
cent of El claimants have collected at 
least three times in the past five years. 
It’s no surprise then, that the federal 
government granted permits in 
January to hire 60 temporary foreign 
fish plant workers, on the Island, even 
though 294 P.E.l. fish plant workers 
filed El claims that same month. 

Self-styled defenders of the working 
class, (or the non-working class, as 
the case may be), should explain to 
the 74 per cent of Toronto’s workforce 
who don’t qualify for El - people 
pulling night shifts at Tim Hortons - 
why over four per cent of their pay- 
cheque is being sent to people living 
in an island paradise, not to work. 

There’s no means t test for El and no 
asset test: a couple of lucrative crab 
catches for a Maritime fisherman will 
cover a year's worth of El premiums, 
good to fund 37 weeks of El benefits. 
It doesn’t matter if you own a boat, a 
couple of cars, a house and an 
acreage. All the better to eqjoy the 


$2,015.06 taken this year from every 
Canadian and their employer (every 
Canadian earning at least $45,900 a 
year) to fund this massive transfer 
scheme that sometimes [Jays the role 
of Robin Hock! in reverse. 

There’s a better way. Rather than 
forcing working Canadian taxpayers 
to ship $2,015.06 to another end of the 
country, to fund yet another round of 
pogey for some stranger, why not let 
them keep the money in a tax-shel¬ 
tered rainy day fund - a real unem¬ 
ployment insurance fund. You could 
have an account in your own name, 
not unlike your Canada Pension Plan 
account, and dip into it whenever you 
need it. After 30 years, if you never 
used it, with interest, there would be 
over $100,000 sitting there - you 
could use it for your own retirement. 
Or you could use it (after all, it’s your 
money) if you or your spouse lost 
your job. 

Of course, once the money’s gone, 
it’s gone, so you would probably be a 
bit more willing to take a job in, say a 
fish factory, especially if you’re a fish 
factory worker. 

And that’s the point. Not only would 
this real employment insurance pro¬ 
gram save us hundreds of millions in 
enforcement, administration and 
hx)king over the shoulder of |>ogey 
addicts, it would leave $20 billion 
each year in the hands of working 
Canadians who really deserve the 
money, and stop paying people not to 
work.

“We want to support these kinds of things because they 
are good, worthy projects and very community orientat¬ 
ed,” Wittal said. 

Garbage bins replaced for a cost 

Residents who are unable to clean out their roll-out 
garbage bins to their satisfaction can buy a new bin from 
the town, council has decided. 

Town administration received a complaint from a resi¬ 
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dent whose bin is 12 years old and cannot be cleaned 
properly any longer. 

The resident also says it smells bad and wanted to know 
if it could be traded for a new one. 

During its discussion on the matter at the May 22 regu¬ 
lar council meeting, council was told replacement of the 
bins due to age is not covered in Rollout Cart Policy 
#4002. 

Replacement has occurred if the bin is broken, said 


Mayor Brian Wittal. 

Council has directed administration to let residents 
know they can buy a new bin at cost from the municipal¬ 
ity if bin age is an issue. 

Administration has also been directed to make recom¬ 
mendations during the 2013 budget deliberations about 
the need to set aside funds to purchase new bins in 2020 
which is the date when the 20-year lifespan of existing 
bins is reached.

Grandparent scammer strikes 
area 


A fraud artist is targeting seniors in the area wit It the 
“Grandparents Seam.” 

On May 25 and 2(5 the culprit contacted one senior in 
Didsbury and another in Cremona claiming to be a 
lawyer who was calling because their sons were arrest¬ 
ed and needed bail money for their release. 

Didsbury RCMP Sgt. Jeff Jacobson said one senior 
forwarded $1,300 through Western Union while the 
other went to a bank and was about to send $2,100 but 
was alerted by a bank employee that she was likely the 
victim of a scam. 

“It was quick thinking by the bank employee who 
recognized this as a scam,” said Jacobson. “These peo¬ 
ple (scam artists) take advantage of the elderly as they 
recognize they often don’t hear what is said and take 
things on their word.” 

Jacobson is reminding citizens, particularly seniors, 
to confirm with police in their jurisdiction the veracity 
of claims by people on the phone whether a loved one 
is in custody and requires assistance with bail. 

If any cit izen has a concern over a phone call or from 
direct contact with a suspicious person he or she can 
contact the Canadian Anti-Fraud Centre at 1-888-495- 
8501 or visit its website at www.antifraudcentre-cen- 
treantifraude.ca 

“We encourage the elderly or persons caring for the 
elderly to be aware of the scam,” said Jacobson. 
“Knowledge is the key to prevention.”

Petition debate turns into war of words

Didsbury’s petition con¬ 
troversy over the town’s 
debt has morphed into a 
war of words between 
Mayor Bri;ui Wittal and Rick 
Lavigne, the retired defeat¬ 
ed mayoralty candidate who 
wants the Alberta 
Government to conduct a 
forensic audit. 

“1 think it is time people in 
this town know when 1 our 
money is going," said 
Lavigne, who says he has 
collected more than GG0 sig¬ 
natures since starting his 
petition on May 14. “We 
have nothing. The streets 
are in disrepair. We are 
spending money like it is 
water and we an* in debt for 
over $13 million. For a town 
of more than 4,200 people 
that is not good.” 

But Wittal countered last 
week lavigne “doesn’t 
know what he is talking 
about", adding he is damag¬ 
ing the town’s image and 
hopes for its future. 

“He is going to do more 
damage to Didsbury with 
his misinformation he is 
putting out there. Some of 
the things people tell me he 
has been saying are pretty 
sc ary,” said Wittal. 

“He’s putting a negative 
tone out there that keeps 
getting play time. If people 
who want to come here to 
develop and build and see 
and hear what he has got to 
say, which is misinforma¬ 
tion, they may decide not to 
move here.” 

Lavigne said he has been 
warning citizens about the 
town’s rising debt since he 
ran unsuccessfully against 
Wittal for mayor in the 2010 
municipal election. He said 
his current petition cam¬ 
paign is not a case of “sour 
grapes" but one of increas¬ 
ing concern over the state of 
the town’s fiscal health, ris¬ 
ing residential taxes, and 
what he sees as increasing 
decay of local infrastruc¬ 
ture. 

“When we first came here 
it was a beautiful town. Now 
we can see the decay 
because of neglect. Look at 
the streets, the sidewalks. 
They are just coming apart. 
Businesses are leaving,” 
said Lavigne. 

But Wittal passionately

countered the fiscal health 
of Didsbury is stable. He 
said the town's current debt 
is now sitting at around $8 
million, (55 per cent of the 
$12 million debt limit that is 
guided under provincial reg¬ 
ulations and calculations. 
11c added Didsbury’s ability 
to service that debt is now 
safely about 45 per cent of 
the danger point.

“We still have plenty of 
room there," said Wittal. 
“We are quite able to man¬ 
age our current tax struc¬ 
ture and funding we have to 
pay for our debt.” 

The mayor admitted there 
are infrastructure concerns 
in the town but added the 
priority now is to increase 
Didsbury commercial and 
industrial tax revenues. He 
noted residential tax rev¬ 
enues now account for 89 
per cent of Didsbury’s 
income compared to 11 per 
cent for commercial and 
industrial. 

Wittal said provincial 


studies and statistics show 
that in order for a munici¬ 
pality to become sustain¬ 
able it has to have 70 per 
rent residential and at least 
30 per cent commercial and 
industrial. 

The town recently 
approved a $2 million infra¬ 
structure expenditure for 
Shantz Crossing Business 
Park, a 40-acre site for 
future commercial and 
industrial businesses. It is a 
plan Lavigne says has 
turned into a “white ele¬ 
phant." 

“We are sinking more into 
Shantz Crossing which Ls a 
white elephant as far as peo¬ 
ple are concerned because 
they haven’t done the mar¬ 
keting properly,” said 
Lavigne. They did it after 
the fact. They should have 
asked these questions in the 
beginning. It should have 
been pre-planned and pre¬ 
sold before they broke 
ground. It is ludicrous to 
just jump in with both feet." 

But Wittal said it is a good 
investment for the town that 
will ultimately go a long way 
to addressing the gross 
inequity between residential 
and commercial tax rev¬ 
enues. He said he expects 
the park to have its first ten¬ 
ants this fall. 

“If you want your commu¬ 
nity to move forward at 
some point in time you have 
to take strategic steps with a 
little risk involved. And that 
includes when you take on 


debt to do something that Ls 
going to help in the long 
term for your community,” 
said Wittal of the Shantz 
Crossing project. “It is one 
of the best steps we can 
take to try to get Didsbury 
set lip for the future. 

“He (Lavigne) raay be 
scared of debt. I hx>k at it as 
good debt," added the 
mayor. “You are looking at 
very low digit interest over 
30-year terms. We are get¬ 
ting great value for our 
money." 

Meanwhile, Lavigne has 
until July 14 to get the 
requir'd number of signa¬ 
tures to Alberta's Municipal 
Affairs department. He said 
he needs just 700 for his 
petition to be valid but 
added his goal is to get at 
least 1,000 before the dead¬ 
line. 

But Wittal said the town 
began its own financial 
review process with the 
province last month when 
council approved a motion 
to invite the Alberta 
Government to probe its 
books. Discussions between 
the town and province are 
continuing on that front, 
said Wittal. 

As well, the mayor said a 
recent internal review of the 
town’s fiscal health also 
received a passing grade. 

“The province will look at 
that and say there Ls nothing 
untoward and we are not 
doing a forensic audit," said 
Wittal.

A high school track athlete brought home a medal from 
the 2012 provincial championships this past weekend.
